WHAT THEY GET. 


The preudeot of the United Stales 


receives t salary of 150,000 per annum. 
His private secretary receives a salary 
of $3,600 per annum. Ilia assistant- 
private secretary receive* $2,600 per 
annum; and tho two eiecutivo clerks 
receive 12,300 per annum. The vice- 
president of the United Statoa receives 
a ularv of $3,000. The members of 
the president's cabinet, who are tho 
secretaries of each department, each re- 
ceive $8,000 per year, and each depart- 
ment bas from five to ten clerks who re- 
ceive salaries ranging from $2,000 to 
$4,500 each. The treasurer of thn 
United States receives a salary of $0,000 
per annum; and tho superintendent of 
the coast survey receives tlie same 
amount. 
Tho solicitor-general receives 


a salary of $7,000; and tho assistant- 
attorncy-gcncrals have a salary of $5,000 
a year each. The commissioner of agri- 
culture receives a salary of $3,000. Tlip 
chief jimicc of tlie United Stales rr 
cciroH an nnnual salary of $10,500, and 
cticli of the associate justices! of tlie tni- 
prcinc court receives a salary of$1 0,001). 
The gcneml of tlie army of the United 
States receives a salary of $U,riOO. Tlie 
lieutenant uciicrnl 
receives $11,000. 


Major general a receive $7,500; and 
brigadier generals $5,500. There is one 
general, one lieutenant-general, three 
ninjur generals, and six brigndicr gen- 
eral*. The admiral of the United States 
navy receives a salary or$1!!,000. Tho 
vice-admiral receives $9,000; and the 
roar-uJmirals receive f 0,000 each. There 
IB one admiral, one vice-admiral, and 
eleven rear-admirals on the active lint. 
Besides the above named officials, there 
are hundreds of federal officers whose 
salaries range from $1,000 to $5,000. 
Among these may be mentioned United 
States marshals, United States attor- 
neys, collectors of revenues and cus- 
toms, appraisers, etc., etc., the salaries 
of whom depend 
largely upon the 


amount of work required in their dis- 
tricts.
